to 2 p.m. At the time of registration the roosters will 
be left in the crowing con- 
test area. No entry fee is 
charged. 

At 2:30 p.m. the 
Crowing Contest gets 
underway as the flag 
drops to signal the judges 
to start counting the utter- 
ances of the feathered contestants. For 30 solid min- 
utes the crows of each rooster are recorded by his 
private judge. 

Scores are tallied and awards are made at 3:30 
p.m. Cash prizes are presented to the owners of the 
top five contenders.

their desire to generate publicity and promotion of the town. 
Combs had read a story about the coal miners of Wales who had 
presented colorful rooster crowing contests during their holidays. 

Shad's suggestion was adopted and funds were set aside for 
acash prize to the owner of the rooster that crowed the most with- 
in a 30-minute period. 

On May 23, 1953 the first Rooster Crow was staged on the 
streets of the city, marking the start of the annual event that now 
draws thousands of people to this little valley town on the last 
Saturday in June every year. 

The winner of the first crowing event was “Hollerin’ Harry.” He 
crowed 71 times and won his owner $50. A second contest was 
held September 5 of the same year with the prize money of $100 
going to “Beetle Baum” who managed 109 crows in the 30-minute 
period. Beetle Baum reigned supreme for 25 years. The closest 
any rooster came to dethroning him was in 1959 when “Sandy” 
crowed 96 times. But, alas, it was bound to happen sometime. In 
the 1978 contest, a cocky rooster by the name of “White 
Lightning” beat old “Beetle Baum’s” record with 112 cockle-doo- 
dle-dos. 

The Rooster Crow has become a tradition in Rogue River and 
has drawn international attention from the media, whose fascina- 
tion with the event continues annually.
